4. It is swat important that tha Commander, Kaval Basa, 
OiaDtanaao be furnished sufficient information in order that he can 
provide tha following support ia the event an emergency landing is 
required at his station; 

a. provide fighter Aircraft on condition TWO alert for 
eacort in the event an emergency lending is attested or a ditching 
or bailout in the vicinity of Guantanamo is necessary. Pilots 
should be briefed to escort 0-2 aircraft fro* coast out point to 
Guantanamo. No penetration of Cuba by fighter aircraft authorised.

(3) In the event the aircraft is forced down 
from high altitude the pilot is briefed that he can 
expect fighter cover after coast out point from 
approximately 40,000 ft to surf Me, if such aid is 
requested. 

(4) Under normal conditions, the U-2 can glide 
to several bases around Cuba; therefore, Guantanamo 
is to be used only as a last resort alternative. 

5 . If an emergency landing is made at either Guantanamo or Key 
west the aircraft should be placed under guard and under cover if 
possible and the pilot should be provided assistance to notify his 
briefed contacts. If the pilot is injured and is unable to contact 
Project Headquarters, the station Cosaaander should notify CUSCLAKT 
to pass the data to OPCKN, SMERCEhCY PRBCKPB8CB. The mission may 
be identified in message traffic by the emergency call sign ©r the 
tail number of the aircraft. 


6. in the event the U-2 is forced to make an emergency landing 
at Guantanamo IAS, in the vicinity of Guantanamo; Key Wist or vicinity; 
or if a mayday ia received by Key West or Guantanamo from the U-2 the 
first notification of such an incident should be made to Project Head- 
Quarter* Operational Co ntrol Canter (OPCEtO by calling Washington B.C.,
